e fe grading or rating coins, some of the WORDS can themselves mislead intention- 
ally or unintentionally. In coin grading the word GOOD is describing a very worn 
coin with only the largest outer-most outlines of the detail showing, i in other words 
a barely readable. In the English ianguage the meaning of GOOD is that it is the 
. opposite of BAD, and thus “VERY GOOD, LOOKING”. However, as you can imag» 
ine, in the coin grading meaning, good i is nearly the lowest form of grade or quality 
known. In ad’s, while a very nice coin picture is shown, the buyer-may get exactly 
what they paid for and that is a low quality coin. But in order for the seller to be 
successful he is showing you what you want to see, not what you get. Most ad’s will 

list 4-5 OTHER grades from GOOD, to Very Good, to Fine, to Very Fine, and then
